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A-BOMB COMPROMISE 
' president Elfcnhower seems to have struck 
sensible compromise on the difficult prob- 
1 of sharing pur atomic secrets with the 
untry's alllu. , 
Under present law, the United States can 
U friendly nations virtually nothing about 
toinlc matters. This law was, adopted at p, 
e when we enjoyed 'a' mbnoply of the 
-rule bomb, and when the tide of com- 
1 was running so high in Europe we 
eared any Information transmitted stood 
:ong choncD of winding up In Russian 

JldS. 

' There are several rcasohs why that law 
now! obsolete. We no longer have a mono- 
ly either of the A-bomb or the H-bomb, 
elides Russia, friendly Canada and Britain 
"e do'lng important work In the field, and 
ritaln has exploded at least two A-bombs. 
. Furthermore, this research . is felt to bo 
f sufficient value to serve as a kind of cross- 
ertlUsing of our own studies. It Is a standard 
~e pf science th&t advances come most 
^eljf from a moxlmmn exchange of in' 
nnatlon and Ideas. 
Tbon, too, our own development of atomic 
I'lnto a varied system of weapons has 
eaiMd our military leaders to place much 
greater future reliance on these than upon, 
conventional weapons. This means fewer 
ground troops, more dependence on air- 
craft often distantly based from the Euro- 
pean scene. 

We cannot easily tell our friends to have 
faith In our atomla capabilities when they 
do not knovr at least soms^f the things we 
know about using these weapons— and dC' 
fending themselves against them. 

Yet the mood of congress and the attitude 
of American officialdom is not such that we 
can let down the bars completely on atomic 
' ifonnatlon. British laxity In the Fuchs and 
r cases put us on guard, and Franco's 
lucracy still is* honeycombed with reds. 
Consequently, Mr, Elsenhower proposes an 
Intermediate course designed to protect our 
most vital secrets and yet prepare our Euro- 
\ friends lor the realities of the atomic 
age. ' ' 

He wants congress to give the White House 
discretionary authority to tell our allies how 
to use atomic weapons and protect themselves 
from atomic. attack should It come. But even 
In the field of weapons use, he would not 
disclose . everything. Instead, Information 
would be made available on a selective basis. 
"wlth^our"atbmlc officials Judgl^ what should 
be withheld. 

As for the scientific fundamentals under- 
lying our atomic research, wo would not for 
the present disclose any to our allies. Noth' 
Ing of the chemistry or engineering data we 
have would be passed on. 

This Is a loss to us as well as to our allies, 
but It evidently is the President's view that 
In the current state of European security 
we dare not Uke this step. Undoubtedly, too, 
he is mindful of the fact that congress al 
most certainly would frown on such a bold 
exchange. 

This compromise, an obviously limited 
thing. Is at least a start toward bringing our 
allies Into fuller confidence on atomic mat- 
ters. Further progress "must await stronger 
assurances from them that thoy are capable 
ot safeguarding such data properly. 




TRAftE WIH BED CHINA 
Not too many weelcs ago the topic of 
Britain's trade with red China was much In 
the news. What was at Issue was not trade 
in strategic materials, since this had been cut 
off long before, but traffic In nonstratoglc 
goods. - 

The EUenhower admi nistration di d not. 

eirout at that' particular time Its attitude 
toward such trade. But there Is no secret 
about it. This government belleyes that some 
trade In nonstrategic materials between the 
free west and ti\e communist east is not only 
inevitable but desirable. 

The reasons for this view ore numerous. In 
the first place, western nations get products 
like timber and grain and some metals from 
behind the iron curtain. These connot be ob- 
tained at anything like so advantageous a 
price outside the Soviet orbit. Indeed, they 
cannot be obtained at all in many regions. 

Sccondlyk the trading western nations have 
been cut off from natural and complementary 
trading relations with the cast. When the 
" on curtain dropped. It threw these rela- 
tions into chaos. Our government recognizes 
thc necessityet theseTBuntries niTdhig mar^ 
kcts for their substantial output of exportable 
manufactured goods. 

If new markets are not available In America 
and elsewhere. It Is understandable that these 
trading powers will seek to restore at least 
ome of their east-west trade— without giving 
aid' to communist military effort or prepara- 
tion. 

Thirdly, to cut off all trade with'the east is 
force the Chinese and all the European 
tflUItes further and further Into Russia's 
utclves. A complete trade barrier would 
ke them helpless pawns of Moscow, where- 
It Is declared American policy to woo the 
teUltes gr&duaUy away from Russia.

Agriculture: Farm price supports will be continued 
at ncnr-present leveli, hit they may vary with dif- 
ferent crops. 

Labor: The Taft-Hartley act will be revised only In 
a minor woy, satlilylni neither management nor 
labor. 

Defense and forelRn ild: Both will be cut. with 
Ilvo billion dollars, posilbly more, as the saving 
gresa will ahoot at.

NATION'S UlVOnce LAWS 
Divorce* laws tn this country arc a mixed up busi- 
ness. So much so that a married man or woman can 
become a criminal .simply by stepping over a state 
line. That Is because a divorce Itgallxed In one stnta 
mny.jlot bo rccoirnUed In another, and Jf a divorced 
person rcmnrrlei lie'cnn thereby be accused of bigamy. 

An effort to correct this situation will be made in 
the coming session of conErc^Ls. but It Is likely to fall 
because one Influential senntor Is dead set oRalnst a 
uniform divorce law — Uie same law for nil states, 
As one might suspect; he-Js QEnr-PBt'McCBrTnn~of 
Nevada. Bis state his hrta been the unofficial dlvorco 
capital of the nnllon. It Is easier to get a .divorce 
there than cbc^vhere and .the number of peoplb Roing 
to Reno and Las VtKas to dlvorco their mates helps 
the tourist Industry greatly. Naturally Nevada doesn't 
wont unlformltj" In divorce laws any more than It 
wants gambling legalUed In otlicr states. 

TliD constitution enters the picture bccauso' Article 
4 states that each stale ahall give "full faith and 
credit" to the public acts and Judical proceedings 
hold that divorces procured elsewhere arc Invalid. In 
one case a man who was dlrorced In Vlrglnlii re' 
married In West Virginia wltliont waltlns.the rO' 
quired period set forth In the Virginia decree. Hi 
hod two children by his lecond wife. The couple then 
moved ;to Virginia and had two more children. Sub- 
sequently a tilth snd sixth child were bom In Mary- 
land. Virginia refused to rccognlia the ramorrlaEs as 
valid and ruled that the two children bom In the state 
were 'Illegitimate while accepting tho other four as 
legitimate. 

.The American Bar association, calling the present 
dlvorco laws "tharoughl; bad" and "a threat to the 
lability of the home," recommends adoption of a 
model atnte divorce law. An alternative to this could 
be the adoption by eoiiRreia of a unlfonn federal mar- 
riage and divorce law. Such a law, however, would re- 
quire a constltuUonal amendment. 

To protect Nevada's adrantage McCnrrnn cornea up 
with a propcml ol his own. Ills bill would require 
a divorce urnnted legally In one state to be rccognlEcd 
In every other state provided It met four basic re- 
quirements. Tticse arc: (1) The divorce decree must 
be final: (3) It must be ralld In the atnte In which 
rendered: (3) It must meet the Jurlsdlctlonjcqulre — [vii 
ments of the stale grantin g Ulc_di¥!)icaM<n3oth pnr- 
mesTOThiraiViil-cc muitTppfar personally or bo repre- 
sented by counsel at the gourt proceedings. 

A bill similar to this psued the senate In the 1051-53 
congress but tailed to [ct by Uie house. 

The McCarran bill would have tho effect of rc- 
qulrlna that nit sUtes mDit recoirnlKc Ncvniln's quicklo 
dlvorco which can be obtained simply by e.ilnbllshlng 
re.ildence In Ncvndn. 'mat l.ikcs only six weclL-i. 
It seems to us tlint it uould bo tnr better to enact 
law that would force Nevnila to conform closely 
'1th the laws ot the majority of other stales than 
to force the other states to accept Nevada's low 
etuhdnrds. Nevada hns virtually commercialized di- 
vorce for profit lust as It hos legalized gnmbllng 
and enacted wide Open liquor laws for profit. Some- 
one other than a senator [rom that state sliould be 
writing tlie national hui lhal pertnln to mnttcrs na 
much Involved with Ihc'nnUonal moroltty as divorce.— 
Longvlew Dally News.

Today, ssys Dr. Chorjes Dun- 
ham ot atomic energy commission's 
division of biology and medicine, no 
specific ramsdles are known. But 
Bclentlsts are convinced they will 
have a treatment and remedy some 
day.' Of 'the 36 million dollars a 
year now allocated by AEO to re- 
search In biology and medicine, the 
largest Item Is lor study of the 
effects of radlaUon sickness. 

Tbtn Is more 'popular Interest, 
however. In the use of atomlo ra- 
diation In the treatment of cancer. 
Here the sclenUsts can report a 
number of new discoveries and some 
progieu. 

RadloacUve gold Injections have 
been found useful In the treatment 
of cancer of the ovary. In this di- 
sease, fluid develops which must 
be drained off every tew days. 
Radio gold stops the accumulation 
of Iluld and is effective In a third 
of the cases. 

Other radio Isolopes arc useful In 
medicine as subsUlules tor radium. 
Radio cobalt Is effective In many 
case^ But having a radiation halt- 
lite of five years. It must be re- 
moved from the body. It la much 
easier to work with than radium, 
and is much cheaper. 

One of Uie most novel applica- 
tions comes from the Insertion ot 
radioactive clcmenU In a hollow 
nylon thread, not much thicker 
than surgical gut. Extremely tlex' 
We, the nylon thrend can be atlich- 
ed >around a tumor tor effective 
treatment. 

Another amailng application 



comes from a BUrgical gun, built 
something like a kid's water pistol. 
It sboota radloacUve pellets Into 
bladder timiora, one ot the most 
painful forms of sffllctlon. 

Canadian sdentltts ^re develop- 
ed a radioactive cobalt machine 
which Is a valuable -substitute for 
X-ray apparatus. The X-rty ts more 
expensive, has to have a lot of con- 
crete shielding, and must be cali- 
brated treqiiently. 

Oak Ridge laboratory now ._ 
vbrklng on a teletherapy unit using 
either cobalt or cetlum. The cesium, 
a waste product ot plutonlum pro- 
duetlOR, has only halt the radiation 
strength of cobalt, but It has a halt- 
life of 33 years. The cobalt mml ' 
shipped back to a reactor for i 
charging evBiy two or three years. 

OtlU another apparatu^wlUi great 
Immediate possibilities Is the 6~ 
vclopment at Argonne laboratory 
a portable radiation device which 
might be used us a substitute f 
X-ray In military field hospitals. 



From the paUent's standpoint, one 
great advantage to be expected from 
all thfcse developments Is less 
pensive medical service. Rates 
Isotope treatment should be tor _ 
low X-roy and radium treatment. 

Atomic energy commission now 
has three hospitals for cancer re 
search. One Is at Oak Ridge, Tcnn.. 
another at Argonne In Chicago, 
the third at Brookhaven, N. Y, Pa- 
tients are selected for these hos- 
pitals on the baals of whether their 
cases are of the types medical scl' 
enlists are studying at the Ume. 

The day of . the atomic general 
hospital has not come because thi 
science still Is limited In the num- 
ber and kinds of cases In which 
radiation treatment Is effective. 
Again and again the medical sci- 
entists emphasize that atomlo 
ergy offsrs no cure- nils.

"Second, as a preliminary t< 
highwsy safety based on man's be- 
havior- we. need -research, and more 
research, and all the money It re- 
quires to conduct that rcsesi^ to 
find cut why the highway user re- 
acts OS he docs to iratfic problems, 
to the rules of orderly traffic, to 
the enforcement designed to pro- 
tect others' and to' save him' Icom 
his omi foolhsrtUn ess. 

'Third, we should. Inaugurate 
witliout delay a program of driver 
education In om public and private 
schools which recognlies the pre- 
-domi n snca -ot— tha-h uman-element- 
In highway .utige and teaches the 
generations ot new drivers ways and 
meant ot coping with our techno- 
logical 'giants while preserving an 
attitude of reasonableness, caution

"It makes sense to me that seven 
or eight small refuges which would . 
have the- holding capacity of one 
big refuge would allow hunters to 
kill more ducki without driving 
them out of the country completely, 
and at the same time prevent a big 
concentration of birds which gang 
up and maka for crop damage," 
he said.

Check Shows 52,000 Workers 
Affected in Industry, Rail Dip

At least 03,000 workers have been 
laid off their Jobs In industry and 
railroads throughout the country In 
recent weeks or face unemploy- 
ment shortly. 

Latest available ottlcht] figures as 
of November, show the national to- 
tal of unemployed then waa up only 
10.000 from 1DS3. 

The current layoff figures were 
collected In an Associated Press 
survey Wednesday. Most of tht 
layoffs appeared to be of the long- 
term type. Prospects are dim for 
many of these who hope to get back 
on their old payrolls shortly. Open- 
ings exist In other fields, however. 
Newspapers are carrying column 
upon eolumn of "help wanted" 
classified ads.

Some of the Americana may stay 
In North Korea, although that Is 
unlikely.

his homeland also can easily re^ 
nounce a new-found faith.
